RACKETEERING 

Whether small towns are the 
special prey of rackets, i§ an un 
answ'erably question. But we un 
doubtedly hav e our share. “Rac 
ket may be too harsh a term 
to apply to the hundred and one 
causes wiiich hav € their special 
advocates, and many of which 
are helpful community institut¬ 
ions But i n the aggregate they 
take a surprising toll out of the 
monthly income. 

However, there are campaigns 
carried on by out-of-town inter 
ests which cannot be viewed so 
tolerantly. The cause i s purely 
commercial, and for the benefit 
of some institution or indivdual 
with which or whom the town 
has no direct association, and 
from which it receives no bene¬ 
fit of any nature. The money is 
lifted from the town by persuas 
ive solicitors, and vanishes, so 
far as any local return is con¬ 
cerned. ^ 

As an example, canvassers 
can descend on our streets and 
persuade local people to buy ad¬ 
vertising space on hotel cards, 
or any one of a dozen publicity 
schemes. The sales agents may 
complete their canvas in a few 
hours without spending a dollar

The Hi md Act, Chapter M of the Raviead Statute* of Alberta, 1S22. a* *M> 4*4,

(a) brands, or directs, aids or assists in branding any atock with a bread, 
vent or mark which has not bean recorded under the provlaften* ef 
this Act or which hos been cancelled thereunder; 
shall be guilty of an offenca and shall in addition to any other penalty te which ha 
may be oubject by law, be liable on summary conviction thereof, to a penalty net 
e .-.reeding the sum of Two Hundred Dollars end coeta." 

It is illegal to use an unregistered brand.

Doubtless all merchandisers 
have similar experience. They 
see customers to whom they 
have extended credit and court 
esy, chase after some will o’ the 
wisp that means nothing to the 
general prosperity of the town. 
Mutual loyalty is necessary if 
any communty is to thrive. —

BANK OF MONTREAL 

CROP REPORT 

JULY 8th, 1939 

GENERAL—Moistur e condit¬ 
ions are satisfactory over prac¬ 
tically all the main wheat grow 
ing area of the Prairie Provin¬ 
ces, and recent warm bright 
weather is hastening growth. 
Early sown wheat i s heading 
out i n many sections of Manit¬ 
oba and in the central and sou¬ 
th area s of Saskatchewan. Over 
the rest of the Prairie Provin¬ 
ces th<j wheat crop is generally 
in th e shot blade. Grasshoppers 
are numerous throughout Sask. 
but damage to date is slight. 
Hail storms have occured in the 
three provinces and som e dam¬ 
age is reported i n local aneas. 
I n Quebec province timely rains 
have improved moisture condit¬ 
ions, but growth has been re¬ 
tarded by cool weather. Haying 
lias begun with prospects of a 
fairly good crop. In Ontario crop 
prospects generally continue fay 
orable, with growth stimulated 
by timely rains and recent warm 
weather. Haying is general with 
prospects of a fair yield. The 
strawberry crop has been heavy 
and other small fruits promise 
normal yields. In th^ Maritime 
Provinces the season is still back 
ward and warm weather is need 
ed. Moisture conditions hav e im 
proved. In British Columbia, 
while some fine weather was ex 
perienced for several days, a re¬ 
currence of rain has had a re¬ 
tarding effect and crops thru- 
out th^ lowe r mainland are in 
urgent need of sunshine. 

PRAIRIE PROVINCES 

ALBERTA—Crop prospects gen 
erally continue the best in years 
with ample moisture, except in 
the Peac e River district and a 
small area northwest of Edmon 
ton, wher e good rains ar e need¬ 
ed. Wheat is mostly in shot 
blade. The continuation of the 
warmer weather ait present pre 
valing would ensure rapid grow 
th; heretofore growth has been 
retarded somewhat by cool weatli 
er. There has been some hail 
damage in the central areas. 
Pasturage is excellent. Sugar 
beets are promising. 
Saskatchewan—Crops generally 
continue to make progress, but 
on the whole are about a week 
later tha n last year. Moisture 
conditions remain generally sat 
isfactory and prospects ar e fav 
orable except i n the southeast¬ 
ern areas where crops ar e spot¬ 
ty. Early sown wheat is heading 
out in the south and southeast. 
Grasshoppers are \ ^prevalent 
throughout the Province but no 
extensive damage has occured 
as yet. A light infection of leaf 
rust is reported, but th e bulk of 
wheat i 8 rust-resistant. Hail los 
scs are reported in southeast¬ 
ern areas. Pastures ar e i n good 
condition. 

MANITOBA—Conditions gen¬ 
erally favorably throughout the 
Province. Further rains and 
warm weather have promoted 
rapid growth and early sown 
wheat is heading out over large 
areas. Grasshoppers are pres¬ 
ent in the south but hav e so far 
caused little damage. Pastures 
generally are i n good condition. 


Town Council In 

Regular Session 

Regular meeting of th c Town 
Council was held Thursday 
night with Mayor and Council 
except Councilman King who is 
in California. 

After routine matters were, 
disposed of and a few delegat 
ions listened to, a discussion of 
roads, irrigaition ditches and 
water rate s developed into a 
heated debate before the meet 
in ended. The Council are end¬ 
eavoring to reduce the mileage 
of the streets and the irrigation 
ditches, especially in the spar-i 
sely settled district of ehe Town 
to cut down expense and have 
more to do with i n th e other 
parts of the Town. 

Another matter the Council 
is wrestling with is water rates 
An endeavor is being made to 
raise the monthly rate 50c. per 
month, and then do away with 
any rulings respecting bathroom 
number of taps, or even of lawn 
watering. No definite decision 
has been reached in this matter 
as yet, Several users are being 
prosecuted thi s week for turning 
their water back on after it 
had been turned off (for non-pay 
ment of the bill. This practice 
has been known of several times 
in the past and the Council is 
trying to put a stop to it.

Paid Today 


Beet growers are rejoicing 
today in receiving another beet 
bonus representing 40 cents per 
ton on deliveries of beets for 
1938 and totalling a payment of 
$101,000. With the initial pay¬ 
ment of $5.30 per ton, two bon 
uses of 20 cents in February 
and 30 cents in April, and now 
this one brings the total paid to 
date for 1938 beets to $6.20 per 
ton with more bonuess to come. 
Sugar is moving well now and 
will increase as th e preserving 
season gets under way, and any 
further profits from an increase 
in price, or marketing of the 
balance of the crop will be re¬ 
flected in further bonuses.

WAYS TO STOP 

MOSQUITO BITING 

Joys of oudoors may often be 
marred to a considerable extent 
by th € bloodthirsty attentions 
oi biting flies, especially mos¬ 
quitoes, except in localities 
where effective control has been 
carried out or where there are 
no breeding places. The larvae 
and pupae of mosquitoes devel 
op only in stagnant water Ind¬ 
ies and the application oi a thin 
film of petroleum oil o n such 
places in May and early Juno 
will destroy countless numbers 
of them. To be really saisfact- 
ory such work shoul db y prop¬ 
erly planned and carried out on 
a community scaJe. 

For protection of mosquitoes 
once they are on the wing, var¬ 
ious repelents are in general use 
among which, to name only a 
few are oil of cintronella, spirits 
of camphor, oil of lavender and 
oil of cedar. As a result of rec- 
entexperi men is carried out in 
Ottawa under the drection of 
th Dominion Etomologis t a rep* 
client mixture has been develop 
ed which has proved more last¬ 
ing in effect than any hitherto 
in popular use. This repellent is 
easy to mix and the formula is 
quite simple. 

It is as follows: 

Oil of thyme 1 fluid ounce 
Concentrated kerosene extr. 

2 fluid ounces 

castor oil, or olive oil 5 fluid 
ounces 

Each ounce of the pyrethruu 
extract should be equivalent in 
strength to one-fifth of a pound 
of good grade pyrethrum pow 
der. This mixture when applied 
to exposed parts of the skin 
has been found to give protect 
ion from mosquitoes and other 
biting Hies for periods varying 
from three to 'fly e hours. A copy
